NOTE: In amended claim 10, third line from last, the newly added language "new means" requires further 
consideration. It appears applicant means "nut means"; However, even if it had been "nut means". Claim 10 would not be allowable over 
Calabro in view of Bailey. Applicant's argument that it would have been obvious to separate Bailey's bracket into two pieces is irrelevant 
as such modification was not contemplated in the examiner's office action. Calabro, the primary reference shows the two piece brackets 
(57, one in solid line and one in dash line, figure 6). Bailey teaches the advantages of having elongated slots (figure 4) on member 59 of 
Calabro. Such provision of elongated slots have the known advantage of providing adjustments. . 
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
